ARGENTINA’S NOTE

USSIANS DELIVER 
A TELLING BLOW. 


VON BOTHMER’S RIGHT FLANK 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.j 

PETROGRAD (via London) Aug. 
16.—The Russians have delivered 
another telling blow the 
right flank of Gen. Von Bothmer's 
retreating army at Trustobaly, three 
miles west of Zlota Lipa and north- 
west of Monasterzyska. 

The Austrians crossed the river at 
Korjoba under the shell fire of the 
Russian batteries, suffering heavy 
losses. They attempted to make a 
stand on the high ground on the 
west bank, where they had previous- 
ly prepared strong intrenchments 
and wire defenses. While shelis 
raked the Austrians from across the 
river the Russians moved up from 
the south, where they had been ex- 
panding their positions during the 
last few days in the neck formed by 
the Zlota Lipa and the Dniester. 
They poured a grilling fire from ma- 
chine guns on the Austrians, who 
withstood the Russians attacks for 
five hours and then fell back upon 
the Gorojana River, four miles to 
the west, 

Northward, battles are raging 
with terrific intensity along the 
Zlota Lipa, the Russians having suc- 
ceeded at several other points 2 
gaining a foothold on the west bank.

KING'S VISIT _ 
KEPT SECRET. 


Along Somme Front. 


Inspects Trenches and Field 
Where Men Charged. 


Lifts His Hat at Grave of an 
Unknown Soldier. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AXD A. P.] 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE (via London) Aug. 15, 7 
p.m.—King George has been at the 
front for a week. He left today 
for England, and his departure was 
the first information that the ma- 
jority of the troops had of his pres- 
ence. Asa matter of precaution the 
visit was kept a secret, and there 
was no display of big reviews as on 
the occasion of his visit last fall. 

The King simply went about see- 
ing all sections of the army at work 
and the fields it had won. The 
flutter of a bit of bunting bearing 
the royal coat of arms as a motor 
car sped along the roads in clouds 
of dust, and motor truck drivers 
and passing battalions started and 
looked around, exclaiming, The 
King.” The Prince of Wales was 
with the King all of the time. The 
monarch was dressed in khaki with 
the crossed batons of a field mar- 
shal on his shoulders, and the Prince 
wore the uniform of a lieutenant in 
the Grenadier Guards. Neither 
wore any decorations, and but for 
their features, which were immedi- 
ately recognized everywhere, they 
might have been taken for two of a 
party of officers making a round of 
inspection. 

CONFERS WITH GENERALS. 

At one point on the line the King 
met Gen. Sir Henry Rawlinson, 
commander of the Fourth Army, 
which delivered the main attack, 
and Maj.-Gen. Congreve, whose 
corps stormed Montauban and Ma- 
metz. Alighting from his automo- 
bile near Fricourt, the King went 
into the first line of British trenches 
from which the British made their 
charge. “Now I will 
parapet as my men did,” 
mounting it. He walked across the 
old No Man's Land and saw the ef- 
fects of the British ghell fire on the 
maze of fortifications and trenches 
which the British had wrested from 
the Germans. Standing on the edge 
of a big shell crater the King looked 
with a sailor's telescope he was car- 
rying across the foreground of des- 
olation toward Pozieres, the Bazen- 
tins, Longueval and Delville wood. 
He watched the curis of black 
smoke which signified that the Ger- 
mans guns were busy, while near 
by him a battery of British guns 
was sending screaming answers. 

KING'S COMMENT. 


“You seem to have missed thet,” 
he said to Gen. Rawlinson, indicat- 
ing a sliver of wall still standing in 
Mametz. 

“But there is nothing that is not 
down in La Boisselie, as you will 
see, Your Majesty,” said Gen. Raw-

When the King wanted to descend 
one of the deep German dugouts 
Gen. Rawlinson warned him that 
they had not all been cleaned out 
yet, and when the King came back 
up the steps sniffing, he said: “It 
smelis pretty strong.” 

Remarking on the coe and 
spaciousness of the reserve talion 
stationed at that point, “evidently 
the Germans expected to make a 
lang stay, but you gave them a sur- 
prise, and they are not so comforta- 
ble now.” 

A dramatic moment occurred as 
the King was walking across a field 
swept by a British charge. He came 
to a grave at the ttom of a shell 
crater with a cross bearing the in-

CALLS IT SPORTING. 

“It was sporting of the King to 
come here,” said one of the soldiers, 
“and if Fritz only knew it wouldn't 
he begin a strafe with his guns?

In common with all visitors, the 
King took away some souvenirs in 
the shape of empty shell cases and 
bits of German equipment. As he 
was leaving the field the soldiers of 
the reserves, the transport men, 
gunners on relief and others in the 
neighborhood followed him until 
there was a large crowd around the 
party before they entered their 
automobile. Somebody called for 
three cheers for the King, which 
were given with a will. 

Sir Douglas Haig, as the King’s 
host, told him what was worth seeing 
during his visit and then the King 
laid out his own programme each 
day. This led him to have a look at 
a town which had been shelled re- 
cently by guns of big caliber. As he 
and the Prince went about lelsurely 
examining the enormous craters in 
the square and the ruins of the old 
town hall, his attendants were con- 
sidering what might happen if an- 
other crater was made where the oc- 
cupant and heir of the throne were 
standing. Etiquette did not permit 
them to tell royalty to move on but 
they suggested it politely. Royalty, 
however, persisted in remaining in 
the square until curiosity was satis- 


GIVE ZULU WAR CRY. 


When the King visited the men 
of the Scottish division which had 
seen such desperate fighting at Del- 
ville, or “Devfi's” wood, the sur- 
Vivors of the South Africans gave 
him the Zulu war cry. He managed 
to see something of all kinds of the 
soldiers fighting under the British 
flag, from the Scotch, English and 
Irish to the troops from oversents. 
A machine company of the Lanca- 
shires in rest quarters on a French 
farm was most surprised of all by 
his visit. Leading the way he walked 
into a barn with its crooked beams 
and plaster walls and litter of straw 
on which the men were lying after 
their turn on the firing line. The 
most amazed of the company was 


one soldier with a healthy snore who 


was the last of those asleep to 
awaken. Blinking and rubbing his 
eyes he looked up to see the face of 
the King. At first he refused to be- 
lieve that some trick was not being 
played on him, then convinced he 
scrambled to his feet while the King 
broke out laughing. 


More than once the King’s car 
had to draw on one side of the road 
as a battery of guns swept close to its 
panels or a marching battalion 
passed by. When Private Proctor 
of the IAverpool regiment was told 
the King himself was going to pin a 
Victoria Cross on his breast, Proctor 
confessed to being scared. “But you 
were not scared when you fought the 
Germans,” he was told. 

PRESENTS MAN V. C. 

“No, I know how to act when I 
meet Germans but not when in the 
presence of Kings.” 

“I believe I have foufid my young- 
est soldier,” exclaimed the 
when he saw a 12-year-old among 
the Northamptons. But little Joseph 
le Fevre was not English. He is the 
son of a dead Belgian soldier and 
was found wandering About under 
shell fire at Ypres, adopted by the 
battalion and placed on its rolis. He 
told his story in French to the King 
and said: “They will not let me 
go up to fight but keep me back 
with the transport.” The King said, 
“As I was going to suggest, and be- 
ing a soldier, you will have to obey 
orders.” 

If there could said to be any 
review it was an informal one. When 
the King went to call on Gen. Bird- 
wood he met a battalion of Austral- 
lans who were just coming out of 
the trenches after taking Pozieres 
ridge. With their steel helmets 
back on their heads, their shirts 
open at the neck, their skins tanned 
as Indians, their clothes rent and 
streaked with earth stains, they 
lined the road and gave him an Aus- 

cheer.

WHY THE JAPS © 
LIKE IKE RUSSIA. 


Slaus Like the Japs. 
Both Peoples are Dissatisfied 
with Portsmouth Treaty. 


Genesis of Rapprochement 
Initiated in America. 


LA. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 
TOKIO, July 21.—A version of the 
genesis of the recent Japanese Rus- 
sian alliance which is attracting con- 
siderable attention is that the pour- 
parlers which culminated in the con- 
vention actually date from the treaty 
of Portsmouth, which ended the 
Russo-Japanese War. It is affirmed 
that both the empires were dissatis- 
fied with the terms of the treaty, be- 
Heving that they did not sufficiently 
clear the horizon as to issues which 
might prove dangerous in the future. 
Negotiations were accordingly 
opened and the first fruit was the 
accord of 1907, which coneerned the 
respective sones of influence in Man- 
churia. In 1910 another agreement 
was concluded enlarging the stipu- 
lations of the first. According to the 
Jiji the proposal of the American 
government for neutralization of the 
Manchurian railroads was one of the 
questions which drew J and 
Russia closer together * brought 
about the accord of 1919. 
AMERICAN NAVAL EXPANSION. 
In an editorial on the proposed 
naval expansion of the United States, 
the Herald of Asia recently took is- 
sue with those who fear that the 
United States intends to pursue a 
‘strong, self-assertive policy in China, 
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». realize that the Empire was beset 
with many 


with Japan. The journal held that 
the Knox neutralization proposal was 
pernicious, but the newspaper point- 
ed out that the Washington govern- 
ment dropped it as soon as it knew 
that it was acceptable either to 
Japan or Russia. The writer declared 
also that the great bulk of respon- 
sible public opinion in the United 
States is solidly against any forward 
3 in China. 
The review objected strongly to 
the citing of the United States Navy 
as a standard of comparison in local 
campaigns for an increase in Japan's 
naval forces, a campaign which was 
based, it declared, on the false con- 
tention that America would interfere 
the affairs of China. The journal 
concluded: “It is quite possible, even 
probable, that tHe advocates of naval 
armament in Japan and America set 
up each other’s country as an imagi- 
nary enemy, not from any convic- 
tion, but as a matter of convenience 
for campaign purposes. But even 
then a continued pursuance of such 
tactics, on both sides of the Pacific, 
is to be deeply regretted, as it is 
bound to mislead the ignorant and 
unwary and. thus poison the minds 
of the masses of the two countries 
against each other. We, therefore, 
heartily submit this matter to the 
serious consideration of all friends 
of eternal peace and amity between 
Japan and America.” 
The editor of the Herald of Asia 
ia Motosada Zumoto, rmerly pri- 
vate secretary to the late Prince Ito, 
who strongly advocated an alliance 
between Japan and. R Mr. 
Zumoto accompanied Baron Fi-ichi 
Shibusawa to the United States last 
year and acted as the Baron's 
kesman in diecussing | - 
irs with Americans.

Rubber Industry's Prosperity 
Saved by Firm Handling 
of Strike. 

That the rubber industry in 
the United States owes its 
prosperity to the open-shop 
and the Los Angeles way of 
handling strikes was affirmed 
here last night by J. C. Law- 
rence, an official of the B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Company, 
who is at the Alexandria. 
Some time ago 25,000 em- 
ployees of nearly a score of 
rubber factories at Akron, 0., 
went on strike. Their demands 
for a pay schedule by which 
the most mental class of labor 
‘would receive $4.80 for an 
eight-hour day, and skilled 
labor in proportion, were re- 
fused by the manufacturers. 
The places of the strikers were 
filled at first by a few loyal 
workmen and nonunion la- 

borers. 
| When the strikers threat- 
‘ened to resort to violence, Mr. 
Lawrence says, the business 
men of the city banded to- 
gether, formed a Welfare 

League and gave the free 
workmen protection. 

“In less than six weeks,” 
said he, “the strike was brok- 
en and the men went back to 
work. We imported no strike- 
breakers, but we saw to it that 
the law was not broken, and 
gave full protection to the 
men. Now the open-shop is 
firmly rooted in Akron.”

She says, it makes no differ- 
ence to her what man claims her as 
his wife, so long as he is as far away 
from her as Seattle and Los Angeles. 
She will not say she is his wife, nor 
will she deny that she is. 
“IT shall never forget this affair,” 
, yesterday, in his cell 
in the Seattle jail. “I would rather 
have died myself than have her die. 
I regret that her name has been 
Gragged into it. I'll take my medi- 
eine on any minor charge. I had 
nothing to do with the death of the 
woman,” he was quick to say. 


To a reporter he related in detail 
his friendship with the young 
woman. 


* Ban boat I wanted friendship, 
and found her responsive. Our at- 
traction for each other was purely 
Platonic. Companionship was what 
I craved, and what I've always been 
in quest of. 
Take a look at me. here is no 
particular reason why I, more than 
other men, should be able to win the 
confidence of women.

These shipments are supposed by 
the police to have been the loot from 
the Walton jewelry store. The Louis 
referred to is alleged to be Louis 
Ebbinger, a helper for Blumenthal. 

The second telegram, dated July 
18, reads: “Made shipment yester- 
day. Have Louis wire me $50 as I 
had to send other to my brother in 
Kansas City. (Signed) J. E. Mor- 


The third reads, under date of Au- 
gust 9: Louis took all. Makes you 
and him even. No balance. Please 
don't wire me collect. I am broke.”, 
Detective Kirby, who has worked 
on the Morgan case here, wired the 
Chicago officials he wauld attempt to 
secure extradition papers for Blu- 
menthal.

The threatened railroad strike is a part 


of a colossal labor unionite conspiracy, 
which threatens the safety and peace of the 
United States more acutely than do the 
machinations of any foreign power. 

By tying up the railroads, the interna- 
tional brotherhoods hope to force the rail- 
roads into the hands of receivers and thencs 
into the control of the Federal government. 
And the union leaders, in striving toward 
this end, hope and intend to control the ma- 
chinery of the Federal government. 


Toward this control of the Federäl govern- 
ment they are proceeding along two routes. 
One is to gain the executive branch by union- 
izing all the Federal clerks in the different 
departments at Washington. The other is 
to terrorize Congress into submission to 
their wishes. 

The union plan for seizing Congress has 
progressed to a degree that is alarming. 

The system is practically that devfsed by 
the Anti-Saloon League for prohibition cam- 
paigns, to scare politicians and newspapers. 
It is about the same idea as modern naval 
strategy, where the entire fire of a fleet is 
concentrated upon one ship, then upon an- 
other. 

Let it be supposed that Congressman 
Blank, although careful what he says in 
Washington where Sam Gompers is on 
guard, has slipped over a strong declaration 
for industrial freedom in the Yakima Eve- 
ning Gazette where he thinks no union men

— RATES ARE TO BE REGUDATED, 
WHY NOT WAGES? 

Recent events that the tre- 
mendous power to inflict misery and star- 
vation upon an innocent public possessed by 
the trainmen’s brotherhoods who may, at 
the behest of four men and by their own 
vote, completely pardlyze the industry of 
the country, is far too great a power to re- 
main without check or balance in the hands 
of any portion of the nation’s population. 
This stupendous potentiality is like a pow- 
der magazine and it should be withdrawn 
promptly before there is an explosion in the 
shape of a nation-wide strike which would 
wreck countless industries and cause 
less suffering. 

If President Wilson, in the interests of 
the whole people, shall be unable to compel 
such mediation as will prevent the threat- 
ened strike then it is inevitable that the 
nation, by insisting upon proper legislation, 
will remove the possibility of another such 
catastrophe. It is absurd that under exist- 
ing laws the public has no part in or power 
of control over a controversy which affects 
its interests so vitally, and the results of the 
nation-wide discussion of the pending de- 
mands and of the many refusals of the 
laborites to submit them to arbitration will 
be to create a more enlightened public senti- 
ment, a more friendly regard for the rail- 
roads and a more widespread interest in 
those problems of railway management 
which vitally affect the whole body politic. 
The importance to the masses of uninter- 
rupted transportation service has been 
forcefully emphasized. Both the railways 
and their employees have been forced to a 
keener realization that there is a third ele- 
ment in this country more numerous than 
they both and whose welfare is of infinitely 
greater importance the general public. 

That the public recognizes it cannot 
overestimate the importance of uninter- 
rupted railway operation to industrial, com- 
mercial and civic welfare is evidenced by 
the appeals which have been made from all 
parts of the country to the President and to 
Congress by State railway commissions, 
commercial bodies, municipal authorities, 
associations of jobbers and producers and 
by thousands of railway employees in other 
branches of railway service. 

Public opinion demands that Congress 
recognize the present dangerous situation 
and that it adopt intelligent measures to 
meet it in advance of the report which is 
required to be submitted to Congress next 
year by the joint Congressional Committee 
which was recently directed by Senate Joint 
Resolution No. 60 to investigate conditions 
of interstate and foreign commerce and to 
report upon the necessity for legislation re- 
lating thereto. There is an urgent present 
necessity and desire for such a comprehen- 
sive, instructive and efficient cohtrol of the 
transportation facilities of the country as 
will insure the right things being done and 
not merely prevent the doing of things 
which are wrong. The American people 
must not be made the victims of quarrels for 
which they are no way responsible or of 
conditions over which, either through un- 
digested and overlapping legislation or for 
lack of well-directed legislation, they have 
not the present control. The overwhelming 
weight of public opinion is that the railway 
companies went as far as could reasonably

The proper regulation of railroads must 
include regulation of wages as well as of 
rates, liability, compensation for injuries and 
other charges upon commerce, and there is

Meteorologist Carpenter Lectures to 
Citizen Soldiers and at Univer- 
sity of California While 

Away, Also Studied 


After lecturing twice at the 
citizens’ military training camp at 
Monterey on “Meteorology as an Ald 
to Aviation” and delivering a course 
of lectures at the University of Cali- 


fornia, Meteorologist Carpenter of 
the United States Weather Bureau 
returned here yesterday. 

While absent, Dr. Carpenter also 
spent a week at the Camp of the 
Clouds, near the summit of Mt. 
Rainier, observing the influence of 
Slaciers and avalanches on wind 
currents. 

Concerning his observations, 
Carpenter said yesterday: pe. 

“Downward winds were observed 
at the foot of the glaciers on Mt. 
Rainier during the last of July, 
These winds are caused by sliding 
down of cold air in contact with icy 
surfaces of the glaciers. S im- 
mense glaciers form and proceed 
downwards from Rainier, and twen- 
ty-two glaciers originate from ‘the 
lower levels of the peak (10,000 to 
12,000 feet) so that twenty-eight 
complete glaciers rise from this 
mountain. The winds experienced 
were so violent as to prevent climb- 
ing of the peak except by one party 
at the time of my visit, although 
Several parties attempted it. 

“The roar of avalanches on Mt. 
Rainier sounded like a number of 
railroad trains thundering along a 
canyon. The air that these masses 
of snow and rock push ahead of 
them was observed at a considerable 
distance, and their breath was felt a 
thousand feet away one afternoon. 
Strangely enough it reminded one 
of the backward thrust of an aerv- 
plane propeller when the machine 
was moored. The effect of these 
avalanche winds was to tear up the 
snow and loose rock.”
